A DRMONSTHATIVB' PBOTBS1V 


LONDON, Sopt. 20i—The sprint race at 


Lillte Bridgff yesterday, was :tne scene ol 
a disgraceful riot. Gent and Hutchins 
were announced to run a race of 120 yards 
for a purso of £200. The grounds were 
crowded with thousands- of spectators 
who were enthusiastic, and bets were fly- 
about in a lively manner before the race. 
When the time came for the runners to 
start both men appeared, butlt seems that 
Gent had failed to run well at a private 
tri al held in 'the: morning, and his backers, 
at the last moment, foribade his running. 
This was announced to the spectators, and 
Hut.chins was given the stakes. This 
saved 
tho 
heavy 
betters 
who 


were backing 
Gent. - The spectators 


were disgusted,* but when the owners of 
the grounds refused to return the entrance 
money to them their indignation knew no 
bounds, and directly a riot began. Many 
ot the people were from the provinces 
and wero doubly enraged at losing, both 
their fares to the place and thertoney 
they had paid to witness the race also. 
They began by demolishing the railings 
about the stands and the ring. They then 
continued their attack and partially, 
demolished the grand-stands, a danc- 
ing pavilion and a large assembly hall, 
which they set on fire. After collecting 
tho debris they had mode they piled it all 
np in six large heaps and set them on fire. 
Upon this, excited by the destruction they 
had already accomplished, they fired sev- 
eral wooden outbuildings and the railings 
near the railroad, 'and very nearly set fire 
to tho Brompton depot. They thon looted 
liquor saloons, bombarded windows and 
pi ay ed havoc generally. When the police 
and firemen charged upon them they re- 
turned the charge with both full and 
empty bottles from the saloons. A num-

with 
the 
railroad 
inspector, 
who 


dropped 
dead, overcome 
by excite- 


ment. Tho firemen played the hose on 
•the rioters, but it was of noettect, the mob 
held possession of the saloons and sur- 
roundings for three hours.

ready for. another charge the crowd dis- 
persed. A great' amount of damage was 
done, and the cost to the owners will be 
enormous.. The majority of the buildings 
on the grounds, are either partly or wholly 
demolished, and the place looks as though 
it had boon visited by,"a whirlwind, fol- 
lowed by a fire. Four constables were 
wounded severely in the fight with the 
rioters.

An Outlin* of-What will be Done 


at the ltt«ttn« This Week. 


Quite a nnmb*rof ministers ore now 


in Decatur to attend the Ulinoia Confer- 
ence, which will convene at Stapp's 
Chapel to-morrow morning. The presi- 
ding officer will be Bishop Cyras D. FOBS, 
of Minneapolis, who has been holding 
the Southern Illinois Conference. 


The Illinois Conference is sixty-four 


years old, and has witnessed great and 
marvellous changes. Once it included 
all the state and more within ita super- 
vision, but now there are four large con- 
ferences in the state. It is one ot the 
largest in the one hundred conferences 
in the Methodist Church, and has had an 
extraordinary quota of able and distin- 
guished preachers. 
Chaplain Milbnrn, 


of the hist Congress, is a member of the 
conference. Tb's is the session at which 
delegates will be selected to the general 
conference which meets in May next at 
New York city. Probably six delegates 
will be selected. 


On Friday of this week will assemble 


the lay electoral conference. This body 
is composed of one delegate, elected by 
each quarterly conference. 
This will 


probably be in session one day, as their 
principal business will be to elect two 
delegates to attend the session of the 
general conference. That body is com- 
posed of delegates elected from all the 
conferences in the church around the 
globe. 


The ministerial conference usually ad- 


journs on Monday, and its principal busi- 
ness is to examine the character of tho 
preachers, admit new preachers, hear re- 
ports, gather statistics, and secure ap- 
pointment for another year's work. Tho 
conference has no law-making power, and 
while a great many resolutions are passed 
they are merely the opinions of the body. 
The record of the session usually makes a 
pamphlet of sixty pages. 
The statistics of the conference for last 


year showed a membership of nearly 60,- 
000. 
Bevivals and great activity have pre- 


vailed, and it is thought that tiie increase 
this year will be nearly 10,000 members. 
There ore fifty-four claimants for aid upon 
the conference rolls. It is the purpose of 
the church to pension, in a manner, all the 
worn-out preachers and the widows and 
orphans of preachers. All such are claim- 
ants. The Rev. James Shaw has been de- 
voting his whole heart and energy to the 
creation of a fund by which these claim- 
ents may receive an annuity of $800 per 
annum for life. It looks now ts it it would 
become a favorite object of the whole 
church. 
There are 225 charges, 506 churches and
